For years and years priests have acted on the 
very unsound theory that the heads of families only 
should support the church. The heads of families are 

not earning more money than are the unmarried, and 
the former have so many more obligations to meet 
than the latter.

cee $s pay each month to religion. So eeuld the young 
a vady wage-earner, who changes hats six times a year 
a scons everything that savors of cheapness. If 
ihe can spend two months’ pay for a coat or a set of 
furs, she could give one week’s pay each year to the 
church. 
: Sinee there are more unmarried wage-earners in 
, every parish than there are heads of families, the 
burden of church support should be divided. Let 
“father” continue to contribute what he has been giv- 
ing; but let “John” and “Mary” give as well, and the 
parish revenue will be doubled. Then the proverbial 
money-talk will vanish from the pulpit. John and 
Mary,—enclese a day’s income in an envelope on the 
Sunday following your next pay day, write your name 
on the face of the envelope and drop it into the col- 
lection basket. God will bless you, and your pastor 
will be made happier than if he received a $100 per- 
sonal gift. 
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Inexcusable as is pride in man at all times, it is 
positively disgusting when it prompts him to repu- 
diate God’s revelation, for the sole reason that he 
cannot fully comprehend it. What is there even 
among the phenomena whic th he daily sees and reads 
about that he does completely understand? 

After he will have mastered truths of the natural 
order it will be time for him to reject what he cannot 
fully comprehend of the supernatural order. Let him 
begin with the body for which he alone lives. How 
sad would be his condition if he were physically blind! 
Yet is he able to comprehend the human eye and ex- 
plain sight? the human ear and the sense of hearing? 
Let him explain the operations of his brain, of his 
heart, of his intellect, of his memory; let him tell us 
how food and drink are transubstantiated within him 
into flesh and blood. These things are A. B. C. as 
compared to the Essence of God, the Trinity, the In- 
carnati6n, the Eucharist; yet he rejects these verities 
of the supernatural order offhand, because they do 
not yield to the grasp of his feeble, puny intellect. 

‘Poor man! he llsebe a thousand things which 
have never fallen within the range of his experience; 
he discovers every day that he has yielded implicit 
faith to many things absurd on the ‘ ipse dixit’ of some 
shallow informant, yet when there is question of facts 
of religion, he holds that he must subject them to per- 
sonal research and inquiry. 

Insane man! If he were a rationalist in the true 
sense he would know that he has a soul; that the same, 
being spiritual, must be immortal; th: it it must, there- 
fore, pass some kind of existence after death: that to 
miss the end for which it was made w ould be exclu- 
sion from beatitude, or hell. 

l'ree-thinker, irifidel, agnostic, whatever the man 
in his egotism and pride may choose to call himself, 
he is guilty of 5 wrap folly, of risky i impudence, 
No wonder the Bible calls him a fool, and attributes 
fis folly to his heart, and not to his intelligence: : “The 
fool hath said in his heart ‘there i is no God.’” If God 
did not require him to square his conduct with the 
Ten Commandments, the free-thinker would find no 
difficulty in believing. 

The self-styled rationalists or free-thinkers are 
not content with passive unbelief, but they are usually 
aggressively anti-Christian, and more particularly 
anti-Catholic—because the very strength of the old

It is an advantage, but 
it is not a requisite for becoming a Brother. For in the course of the 
training given candidates for admission as Brothers, they are instructed 
in the sort of work they will be required to do afterwards. Usually the 
Brothers are assigned to some definite department, with whose duties 
they become very familiar . Thus one may be given the work of door- 
keeper, another that of cook, still another may keep accounts or do 
clerical work. No talent comes amiss, and in the course of years almost 
every bit of skill or training that one possesses will be called into play 
| for the service of God and the good of souls. Those young men, we re- 
peat, who wish to know more of this holy ealling may address Father 
Garesché, ‘Editor of “The —" s worn,” St. Louis, Mo. 
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
